WASHINGTON, Nov. 22. 


Tho news which reaches bero tonight 


from Soutb Carolina, that tho returning 
bourd has finally decided to ignore the orders 
of the supreme court of tho state, tho ma- 
jority of which is composed of men bitterly 
hostile to Chamberlain, and go - ahead and 
count tho votes cast os contemplated hy 
law, occasions very little surprise, from the 
fact that this course, after a very thorough 
examination of tho powers of tho board and 
of tbe supreme court itself, has been ad- 
vised as the only resource left to the board 
unless it desires to bo wiped out of existence 
and tho purpose for which it was created 
completely defeated. 


Tho Issue No\v Knlsod 


between the returning board on one side 
and Judges Hoses and Willnrd on tho other 
is not unexpected,and will end, it is thought 
in both Chamberlain and Hampton ehiiuiiiig 
to be governor, with two branches of the 
lower house and ono of the senate, the lat- 
ter republican. It will bo for tho

which of tbo two men shall be recognized 
nnd rooeivo the moral support of the federal 
authorities. 
Attorney-General Tuft, who

right of tbe court to deprive tho board of tho 
legal right to count tho election returns iu 
strict accordance with tbe letter anil spirit 
of tho law. 


A Democratic I'lot. 


Information reached here today that if 


tho legislature'was placed in tho hands of 
tho democrats and Hampton could be in-

The appeal to tho supremo court of South 


Carolina to take supervision of election 
matters resulted somewhat differently from 
what was expected. That court issued a 
peremptory mandamus to the board of can- 
vassers to issue certificates to members of 
the senate and house of representatives ap- 
pearing on tho face of tho returns to bs 
elected, the final contest in both branches to 
bo decided by the members themselves. 
That body after deliberation decided to 
ignore the authority of the court, and at 
once issued certificates not only to tho re- 
publican presidential electors, but to all tho 
candidates on the republican state ticket.. 
They also declined to give certificates to the 
democratic members of tho legislature from 
Edgcfield antl Laurons counties, in conse- 
quence of the discovery of gross frauds. 
This turn of affairs, not»being anticipated, 
naturally created intense excitement, and 
called out an address from Wade Hampton, 
counselling peace and forbearance on the 
part of the democrats. What tho result will 
be it is too early to tell. It cannot be da- 
nied, however, that affairs are bscoming 
more and more complicated in tho Palmetto 
state And the prospect is not cheerful.
